CANADA’S TRADE 
OUTLOOK 


Ottawa. 

Mr. R. .B. Bennett, Leader ‘of the 
Opposition, has warned the House of 
Commons that Canada is heading for 
a depression equalling the cconomic 
collapse of 1929. He spoke of failing 
trade balance, increasing unemploy- 
ment, decline in railway earnings and 
luck of confidence by the banks as 
“distress signals.” 

Asked by the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Mackenzie King, whether he favoured 
valsing the tariff against the United 
States, Mr. Bennett said: “It may be 
siccessury to impose an cmergency 
tariff such os that of 1930 to safc- 
guard the Hfe of Canada.” 

War Liability—Notice of a bill 
amending the Militia Act and the 
Naval Service Act has been tabled in 
the House of Commons. It would 
make the approval of Parllament 
necessary before Canada could be 
involved in war outside her own im- 
mediate territory. The power of the 
Governor-Gencral__in Council to 
place Canada's naval forces at the 
disposal of the British Navy, or to 
enforce conscription without the 
authority of Parliament would be 
abolished, 

Former Premler’s Death.-The At- 
torncy-General’s department In On- 
tario has ordered an inquest to be 
held on Mr. Walter Scott, first 
Premier of Saskatchewan, who died 
at Homewood Sanatorlum, Guelph, 
Ontario, last Wednesday. An 
examination of the body by a Gov- 
ernment medico-legal expert has re- 
vealed fractures of the skull and 
legs.

well-defined model which may well 
boast an antiquity of unnumbered 
gencratlons. Without vociferous ut- 
terances, no hawker could possibly do 
any business, and that is where the 
element of 2 general nuisance creops 
‘in; for as is well known, in certain 
portions of tho Colony well-defined 
arens ore aid’ out in which It is pro- 
hibited for hawkers to cry their 
wares, and although these boundaries 
are carefully stipulated, it is diMcult 
to enforce the prohibition. Even as 
far back as 1845, one of our carllest 
luws—the Summary Ordinances of 
1845—had a provision dealing with 
such matters ns hawkers’ cries, The 
Idea was, of course, on excellent one, 
but {t scems to have been honoured 
more in the breech; for no district 
included in any of the notifications 
from that day to this, has ever been 
entirely immune from the cvil, But 
the whole question revolves around 
the long mooted one of the hawker 
and his vocation. If he js to bo 
tolerated, he must be granted the 
right to utter his trade call with the 
minimum of restrictions; if he on the 
other hand is to be suppressed cn- 
tlrely, it thrusts a heavy burden not 
only on the Government but also on 
the charitable socictles of the Colony. 
After all, the hawker presents a pro- 


|} blem that is momentous in the ex- 


treme, and although superficlally it 
seems to be an ensy one te deal with, 
yet when scrutinised in ita entirety 
is of surprising complexity; for to a 
large number of parents and children 
of the poorer class of Chinese, hawk- 
ing is the only alternative to the 
alough of despond and helplessness or 
the commencement of a Ife of men- 
dicancy or crime. In short, the only 
possible solution scems to be onc of 
three: the lalssez faire of the present; 
the permitting, of unlimlting hawking; 
or the rigid suppression of the prac- 
tice, The last Is perhaps impossible; 
for it would mean the institution of a 
system of Poor Luw Relief which 
might be more of an evil than the one 
it would supplant.

Thirty-two-years-old Raymond 
Chinppolini, a naturalised = French- 
man, found Guilty ina Paris court of 
assaulting and robbing Mrs. Joan 
Keppel, an Englsh dancer, in a Parls 
street, spoke these words 1n his de- 
fence to-day. 

He was sentenced to 13 months’ 
imprisonment-and ten years’ banish- 
ment. It was stated that he had 
been sentenced five times for theft 
and attempted murder. 

After Mrs, Keppel—whose husband 
is sald to be a member of a well- 
known British naval family—had 
told the court that Chtappolini had 
snatched her handbag, kicked her, 
and struck her on the jaw, Chi- 
appolinl retorted: 

*] did nothing of the kind. We 
simply struggled because you refused 
to kiss me. After all, we had been 
talking together for two hours. 

“Naturally 1 was angry. Any mag 
would be in the circumstances. The 
ring with the naval crown on it, 
which you say I stole, fell off in the 
struggle.” : 

Chiappolini's counsel, Maltre 
Gravier, told the court: “I ask you 
to treat this whole affair in the Hght 
of the scene—Montmartre.” 

Mrs. Keppel's advocate sald: “My 
client at first thought that this man 
was a polite Frenchman. But she 
found she was mistaken.” 

To-night 1 found her at o Paris 
theatre, singing and dancing in the 
French version of “No, No, Nanette.” 

“Thank goodness it’s all over," she 
suid. “While I was in hospital the 
theatre where I was due to play kept 
a place for me in the show. 

“IT have been separated from my 
husband for some — years. Yes, he 
belongs to the naval family. Now I 
want to forget all about that attack.”

To ren- 
der aid and comfort te those 
who look upon # contract as a 
mere scrap of paper scems to be 
the desire of some politicians of 
the baser gort. They denounce 
the man who is out for a reason- 
uble profit, or desires to save 
for a rainy day, or lends his 
money out at interest. Some of 
them propose that the Govern- 
ment should “take over” from 
the banks the savings of indivi- 
dual depositors. They do not 
use the word “confiseate’ or 
“commandecr.” They prefer 
the euphemism “take over,” 
which has a pleasant, auspicious, 
disarming quality. 

Finding that their theories 
and proposals do not go down 
with the average man, the 
levellers may turn their atten- 
tion to the schools in the hope of 
being able to indoctrinate pupils 
and teachers alike with radical 
theories of the kind indicated 
above. Of course, the tactics to 
be employed in the schools would 
have to follow pretty much the 
same lines us those which have 
been tried in the political field. 
The agitators will, no doubt, try 
to discover some way to circum- 
vent those pupils who are am- 
bitioug and industriouy. For 
example, competition can be dis- 
couraged as far as_ possible. 
Those who try. to outstrip their 
fellows can be treated with cold 
disapproval and can be made to 
feel that they had better watch 
their step. Praise and: blame 
ean be distributed in a manner 
and on a system calculated ta 
induce active and energetic 
students to slow down to an 
approved average’ pace. To 
make the levelling system work 
it will be necessary to modify 
greatly, perhaps to destroy, the 
age-old plan of competitive rela- 
tions, tests, trials, and examina- 
tiona. Tommy and Bobby may 
write the same examinations in 
mathematics or history, they 
may work at the.same ‘manual 
training tasks, they may engage 
in music or other fine art, play

of itincrant peddlers constitutes, morcover, a grave problem which 


is not at all of easy solution. 

It is estimnted that there are no 
less than ten thousand. individuals 
broad 
category of street hawkers ahd who 
are the possessors of licences issued 
by authority, but the number of those 
who are unlicensed must be many 
hundreds more. The comparatively 
amall outlay of capital required-~ 
fifty cents or a dollar for initlal pur- 
chase of stock—is perhaps the sole 
reason for the steady increase in the 
rank and file of the big army of un- 
licensed hawkers. As a result, com- 
petition is heightened to an enormous 
degree, and the precarious livelihood 
of those engaged in the vocation is 
forcibly reduced, 


Supplies Definite Need 


Hawking, however, meets with 
considerable favour amongst the 
Chinese community; for in adherence 
to the established habits of genera- 
tions, it js casler to hearken to the 
ery of the hawker than to go shop- 
ping in the market. The hawker, it 
must be remembered, having no 
shop or stall, has consequently ne 
over-head, and as a result will sell 
much cheaper than his compelitur, 
the established = merchant. In a

‘Tnot be forgotten 
numerous virtues. 

On the other hand, he ts 
of being an unmiligated nuisance, 
adding to the congestion of our 
streets, and disturbing the tranquilli- 
ty of the residential districts by hls 
rpucous erles. Still regardicss of 
the carpings of his crities, he is a 
personality all to his own, that is as 
delightfully original as the wares 
which he has forsale. 

His wares, ns<fhoge who have taken 
the trouble to‘bestow more than a 
ensual glance have. noted, are cx-~ 
tremely varied ond literally run the 
gamut of the jmaginaqion, ranging 
from such conventional oddments as 
paper fans, thread, fruits, etc. to the 
\Llerly unexpected. An example of 
the latter is a strange article of com- 
merce known in the vernacular as the 
muk-shat-kwan or “bedbug sticks.” 
These arc hawked in the streets for 
about ten cents each, and are a simple 
but extremely novel form of vermin 
eradicater—the invention of some un- 
known Chinese worthy. These con- 
sist of blocks of pine wood, about 1% 
Inches square and 8 foot in length, 
plerced with rows of small holes. In 
use, the wooden blocks are placed cr 
top of the supporting trestles of the 
Chinese board bed, directly beneath 
the ch’ong-paan or “bed boards.”

The advocates of these fantas- 
tic notions are mistaken if they 
think that healthy boys and 
girls can be managed in any 
such fashion. Human nature 
has a way of asserting itself. 
There is room for emulation in 
the schoolroom and on the play- 
ground. Men of sense know 
that a generous emulation is one 
of the principal sources of human 
improvement. Emulation is that 
admirable human tendency which 
bids us strive to outrun our 
competitor in a fair field where 
there are no favours. O€ course, 
if we stoop to place an obstacle 
in his path, this is no longer 
emulation but envy. “Envy”, 
says Bacon, “is a disease in a 
gtate like to infection, for’ un 
infection spreadeth upon that 
which is sound and tainteth it, 
so when envy is gotten once into 
n state’—and' he might have 
suid the same of 4 school—"‘it 
traduceth even the best actions 
thereof and turneth them into an 
ill idour.” The schoolmaster who 
withholds the rewards earned 
by tho industrious student in 
order to mollify the idle or un- 
competent ones, is ministering to 
tho base passion of envy. ; 

.Emulation is a legitimate 
motive to action. The average 
man loves a spirited contcst and 
demands that games — shall. be 
foirly played. He spplauds a 
yood winner and he admires a 
good loser. The good loser does 
not “find his sleep less sweet for 
music in some neighbouring 
street, “nor ‘rustling’ “hear in 
eve breezo ithe laurels ‘of 
Miltiades.”: : :

The principle envolved js that the 
Cimex tectulartus having become 
suhfelted with the blood of their 
victim, will naturally seek some cozy 
place of retirement, nnd finding av 
series of— cubicles so conventently 
arranged wlll enter the holes in the 
wooden blocks. Every morning, the 
muk-shat-kwan is taken out and bugs 
elenred from the Interior by striking 
smartly the wooden blocks on some 
solid surface, . 


Distinctive Cries 

In addition, every hawker has his 
own distinctive cry, and the succession 
of raucous noises is to the long 
suffering European anything but 
soothing to the nerves. Let us pre- 
sume, for instance, thut each of the 
approximately 15,000 hawkers 
(licensed and unlicensed) in the 
Colony in the course of his 
daily rambles through the strects 
calls out only once every five 
minutes (and thls is perhaps too 
conservative an average) one will 
find that the sum total of their sten- 
torlan efforts will amount to no Icss 
than 2,160,000 separnte vocal utter- 
anees—cnough to disturb the equili- 
brium of the most phlegmatic urban 
resident. To the Chinese, however, 
and the Westerner, too, who is 
fortunate to possess 4 knowledge 
of the Cantonese vernacular the 
repetitive chanting voices of the 
streams of hawkers are not only 
interesting but ulso instructive, 
affording an intimate glimpse into 
one phase of Chinese iffe. 

A very familiar cry, for example, 
ly that of the Chinese counterpart of 
our “old rag and bone man’’—the 
shau-maci-lo. His intoned trade call 
is a lengthy one and may be frequent- 
ly heard almost any tlme between the 
hours of sunrise and sunset. It runs 
as follows: 

“Shau-maat laan-t’ung, laan-t'it. 
Shau-maai poh-let tsau-tsun, Shau- 
maat kau-po-chi. Shau-maat laan 
fau-shing-kei-het. Shan-maai laan 
lau-shing-kel-het tip. Shau-maat 
ma-paau, mai-paau, Shau-maat kan- 
yuk-hel, laan ngan-mel. Shau-maai 
laan kam-nga, laan shate-pin. Shau- 
muai laan *chue-yi-shing, laan ngaan- 
keng. Shau-maai kau shau-shik. 
Shan-maat yin-tsal-mak, ngau-naai- 
mak. Shau-maai faan t’ong-tou. 

“Buy up (from yous junk brass and 
Iron. Buy up (all kinds of) gtass liquor 
botties. Buy up old newspapers. Buy up 
broken gramophones. Buy up worn-out 
vramophone records, Buy ap. jute bags, 
and rice sacks. Buy wp_ old pieces of 
Jnde, and broken stiver. Buy up cid rold 
teeth, and worn-out wristict watches, 
Duy up broken *chue-yi-shing., and spec- 
tacles, Buy up old jewellery. Buy up 
empty cigarette and condense milk tins. 
Buy up broken fiat-irons." 


Familiar Calls 


Other famillar calls which have 
met with mingled feelings on the 
part of the listener are those of the 
ambulatory tinker ond the itincrant 
vendor of tangerines. The former’s 
well-known cry is: “Hon-t'ung! 
Hon-sek! Sau-ching kwat-soh! Teng- 
tung-kaau! Sau-ching laan t'ong-tau! 
——"Solder copper! Solder tin! Re- 
pair forelgn lockst .Re-nail copper 
hinges! Repair broken flat-ironst” 

That of the latter is noted for Its 
stuceatto abruptness: “Taat koh 
Ch’'lu-chau-kom a! Ch’iu-chau mat- 
kom al. “Large Swatow tangerincs! 
Sweet Swatow tangerincs! 

The. trade calls of the various 
hawkers are, subject of course to the 
Inevitable individual variations, more 
or less stereotyped, and follow a

June 23rd.—This day still very hot, 
and Creed tells mce he believes it 
to bee caused by the heated heads 
of two or three Bolshics and Fascists 
who doc wrangle interminably in 
the correspondence of the Newes 
Sheetes, stating os proven fact what 
they doe wish to bee the truth. And 
indeed I have no leaning to such 
silly vapouring, and am minded to 
give up my newes shecte if there beo 
much more of it, I doe learn from 
the sheete that it is said work will 
soon begin upon the new Govern- 
ment House at the Magazine Gap 
site where the old Military Sanitar- 
jum did stand. But this I doe take 
to mean that they may proceed with 
the laying out of the site, as there 
must needs be much cutting and 
terracing, for 1 am persuaded the 
present area {3 not big enough for 
the House alone. The newes doth 
set mec to think of what great work 
hath been done against the mus- 
queeters, for when I did come here 
first the buliding was derelict; there 
having been .so much malaria there 
the Army abandoned it and it gradu- 
ally did blow or fall down.

And tomy mind 
i¢ the dancing were not enough with- 
out intoxicating Mquors ‘twere as 


well left alone. In the newes sheetes 
some talk of the increase in Traffic 
accidents, and I marvell not at it. It 
is in fashioun to refer all fills now 
the refugees, but here I believe it to 
be sooth, many of them being un- 
used to a great city with crowded 
traffic. For Lord! I myselfe in 
these last few months have noted the 
increase in the cretins who doe walk 
across a strect looking neither to the: 
right nor to the left. And all I doc 
marvell at is that there bec not more 
deaths. This evening to the Valley 
where I attend the funecrall of the 
late Mrs. Kate More, whom a many 
of the older folk. will remember at 
Luuriston, which was my home be- 
tween June 1914 and March 1923, 
save when upon leave in 1919. So 
one by one the friends of one's youth 
doc pass on. Home to dine with my 
Children and so to bed.

It 
scems the plone is not yet fn, as 
usual, and I am minded that for all 
the advertising cackling they doe the 
Aireways might lay their eggs: more 
regularly. Very busy at the office 
all the morning and so to the Clubbe 
to drink a glasse of the wine of Xeres. 
There I hear very il newes of the 
floods and the suffering js terrible. 
How wee may avold a great -pestil~ 
ence all over mid, China and so 
spreading I know not and it may bee 
that the war shall bee ended by this 
grim means. Home to my nuncheon 
and it is too hot to go out again so 
in my chamber reading. Dined carly 
and soto bed. . 

26th.—(Lord'’s Day).—Last night I 
did sleep but ill and being troubled 
by. an indigestioun, did not partake 
of- my breakfast but fell to writing 
letters and later in the garden I did 
seek to put up an awning, but make 
not very much of the business. At 
noon comes Mr, Parde and his Lady 
and wee dee drink our wine in the 
shode and all very merry; later after 
nuncheon bee done the guests take 
their leave and I doe fall asleep until 
it bee nigh slx of the clock, and I 
feare that this overmuch slumber 
hath an il! effect upon the Ilver.

20 YRS.

HE hospitais where morc or less 
permanent victims of the world 

war are carcd for have provided 
many strange stories, but few stran- 
ger than that of Henrt Pclat, mab- 
flised with the 11st French Infan- 
try Regiment on the outbreak of war. 


The calt came to Pelat at the wed- 
ding feast following his marriage to 
Renee Polin, So instead of . setting 
out, as planned, on the honeymoon 
trip to England, the couple were 
obliged to separate, and within an 
hour of the end of the banquet Pelat 
was with his regiment. 


In the subsequent chaos following 
the German invasion of Northern 
France, the bride was tost amid the 
crowds of refugees and letters from 
Pelat. 


During his periods on leave or in 
Nospital recovering from wounds, 
the. soldier tried to get news of his 
lust bride, but without success. 


Towards the close of the twar he 
passed into huspttal, a victim of shell 
shock, suffering from complete floss 
of memory, not knowing his name, 
regiment or anything about himself. 
For twenty yeara he continued in 
that state. 


On May Day, however, he and 
uther victims were taken to the 
cinemas by an organisation looking 
after stich cases, and in the news 
sectton there were shown scenes tn 
Lite, Suddenty Petat became excit- 
ed and shivered that the seenes 
shown were not atrange to him, 


Everything had come back through 
seeing pictures of his heme town, 
and particularly the shop kept by 
his parents in one of the main streets, 
where he had assisted his father up 
fo hls mobtilsation. 


The recovery, remarkable as tt 
was, war sa convincing that the 
authoritles arranged to confront 
Pelat with the people ae clatned 
as parents, 


No sooner did they meet than the 
perents recognised the tong lost son, 
given up fur dead, with his name 
figuring on the local war memorial, 

But there was anvther surprise 
for the man whose memory had 
come back. With his parents had 
come his “widow,” who had re- 
mained (rue to his memory and after 
the first shock of reunion with his 
parents the “widow was 
into the ward. 

Identity having been established 
beyond doubt, the méiltary author- 
ittes will take the necessary steps 
to Rave the “dead” man brought 
back to Ufe officially, and to enable 
him to make the long-deferred 
honeymoon trip he has been furnish- 
ed with emergency papers showing 
that he is Henri Pelat, born 1394, 
“killed” by error 1918: rehabilitated 
1938.

In- 
more ‘technical’ modern parlance, 
humanity still tries to maintain its 
insurance, but cuts down its 
premjums, oar 

Incvitably the bright idea has 
occurred to the sons of men that It 
would be a fine thing If. they could 
cease to be suppliants to the: unseen 
powers that be, ond become their 

Masters; Issue commands Instend of 
making petitions. The oldest Ilterary 
embodiment of this implous inspira- 
tion ts probnbly the Arablan Nights* 
story of Aladdin and hig magic lamp. 
This was narrated around camp fires 
agea béfore it reached the Western 
world as a pretty falry tale, It ex- 
hiblts: mortal man's ambition 'to be- 
come absolute master not only of his 
own destiny but of supernatural 
OQgency. ~ 
A Primeval Instinct 


Did this indlente a doubt in the 
mind of man as_ to the cMcacy of 
prayer? And, if so, was that doubt 

, due to his own consclousness of un- 
worthiness, or to Jack of faith tn the 
omnipotence of the unseen powers to 
whom his petitions were addressed? 

These are delicate and diMcult 
questlons, and they conflict din- 
metrically with ‘the general theory 
that perfect faith must be the con- 
dition of successful prayer. Conflict, 
that Is, not in any challenging sense, 
but in the sense of disfranchisement. 
Man wanted to imagine for himself 
a fool-proof Providence, which 
would not even questlon hls desires, 
‘and would functlon, ' like a hotel 
walter, on the pressing of a bell, 

There is a fairly general Impres- 
sion, at any rate in this country, that 

. even the ritual of prayer ts declin- 


Bregate who regularly offer up their 
prayers, and who shail say how 
many pcople, if and when some over- 
whelming calamity threatens them, 
are not privately impelled to pray? 
There have been moments, strange 
ones often enough, when most of us 
have Inown even the most cynical and 
frivolous spirits sudderly beaten to 
thelr knees. by the primeval Instinct 
of prayer. It is bmozing what the 
sudden impingement of tremendous 
hazard or grief will do even in the 
case of the most hard-bitten infidels. 


“Coincidence” 


Equally amazing js the light- 
hearted facility with which, if by 
chance their prayers are “answered,” 

- these casual emotionalists attribute 
the miracle to coincidence. So far 
from thankfully acknowledging the 
miracle that has been worked for 
them, they accept It as what would 

“have happened any case, and are 
secretly ashamed of thelr own weak- 
ness in giving way to “superstition”! 

An old story, ‘which admirably il- 
lustrates this attitude of mind, and is 
not In any reol sense Irreverent, is 

. that of the two Highland gillies who 
were caught In a terrible imminent 
danger: of . being overwhelmed, and 
one Highlander despairingly  sug- 
gested that they should offer up a 
prayer, They had just started to do 
this, when one of them exclaimed, 
“Whist, man; the boat's. agroundl 
We 'need not be oblecged to any- 
body!" ’
